In uly 1914, the Rev. Bathurst} 
Hall became the first rector of Strath: | 
more, The clergyman in charge of al 
parish that is self-supporting, is en | 
tilled rector, The parish that receives 
a grant towards maintenance is a mis 
sion and the clergyman in charge — is 
entitled incumbent, As a result of Mr 
St Michael's 
Church, Strathmore, “was the plainest

Anglican Church in Alberta,” a rood 
screen was built by Mr Harry Wood 
and Mr Hall in the fall of 1913. Mr 


Wood, now of the Pro-Cathedral 
Church of the Redeemer in Calgary, 
was a tireless worker in the interests 
of the church. The reredos was design- 
ed and made by him. The memorial 
tablet in th enave is part of his work. 


All of these are examples of what a 
consecrated layman can do tor hi 
God and his church. The Rev. 4G. 


Bathurst Hall continued as rector ut- 
til December 2nd, 1917. 

From this 1atter date until © August 
1919, another layman is responsible 
for carrying on the services of the 
church, Mr W. W. Winspear, also ol 
the Pro-Cathedral Church of the — Ke- 
deemer, Calgary, was then resident at
